One purpose of 
the Mnipiie. Ill- aiKUK.I \\a?> lo promote 
peace. In lliis imriioso Canada is bound 
to the i'ro« n by many lies, but ohiefly 
that of tradition. .Should thai lie lin 
forgotten the Umiitro must oeaso lo 
e.vlst. Ingram then qtiofed an einlncnl 
Oxford scholar to Iho effect lhal Can- 
ada had no other nllernullvfi but thai 
of following Kngland In peace tind 
war. There were several reasons, h- 
continued, why i^anada's poslUi>n or. 
the Council of the l.eagtie of Nnlions 
was Inconsistent with this unity of 
the Vlmplre. There was iho possibility 
that Kngland mtghl break the coven- 
ant of the Ueague. To prove that such 
a contingency was not at all Impossi- 
ble he quoted ,a speech of >?lr .\usten 
Chamberlain's. Canad.a's position on 
the Council made her liable lo Join 
with the non-agressor nattons ngaln.'M 
the iigrcssor, England, while nt the 
s.ime time, as a member of the British 
Kmpirc she is bound to support the 
Crown in w.xr or peace. The same 
iiicons istct.c.v would be present should 
England be Involved In a dispute >%Mth 
another nation, iti such a case Can- 
ada might be called upon to arbitrate 
the quarrel of another constituent of 
the British Kn-.pire. 

J. A. I-lihnijor. coiicludcd the case 
for the negative. He argued that since 
every nation accepting a seat on the 
Council expressly keeps her autonomy. 
Canada's position on the Council 
could not interfere with her position 
the Empire. Furthermore when 
C.\r.ad2 was ciç.tçd to ,a scat, the fact 
was acclaimed by all the British press, 
by Sir Austen Chamberlain, and even 
by such a conservative paper as the 
Times. He challenged the opposition to 
explain why such powerful interests 
would do 80 if It would be likely to 
mear. the break-up of the British Em- 
jir». He said that such a possibility 
waj as foolish as the claim that be- 
cause the jQueen's student* on a fa- 
cully were not always In agrwmcnt 
their Hiatus In the university was 
altered. He' quoted two well known 
authorities on International law, Cor- 
bctt and .Smith, that England had cn- 
t'ired ih'; League only on the îuisur 
ance that the Hiatus of the IJrltlsh 
Kmplre would not be altered. Canada 
would not for a moment have ap- 
plied for jneinbership on the Coimcll 
If then; v,ss the least olianca of Us 
having such an effect. Her <lM.II«n 
was a manlfestalion of the -.'irdial re 
latlons within the Kmplre. 

A. V.'. Currle then spoke for five 
minutes In the rebuttal which is al 
lowed the affirmative of a motion. The 
ufflruiatlve, he said, did not preailliie 
fj ••■jijlr.idi'i either Ihe Tlinea or Sir 
A';strn <;ha;iiberlaili. The Irijlli of Ihe
